Halt.

Sierra Madre has been exper¬ 
iencing something tins week 
without a parallel in its history. 
The Institute on Democracy, un¬ 
der the leadership of J. Stitt 
Wilson has been the nearest 
thing to a genuine Revival ever 
known here. It has not been a 
revival of religion as such, but 
no such stimulus to real, vital 
religion has ever before been 
crowded into one week, it was 
not in any sense a church affair. 
The Congregational Church was 
merely tendered for use because 
the trustees recognized the com¬ 
munity value to be derived from 
the meetings. 

Rev. C. C. W iison who was in¬ 
strumental in promoting the in¬ 
stitute presided at the meetings. 
Special music was provided each 
night under the direction of Mrs. i 
George B. Morgridge who played j 
all the accompaniments. Nm.i-j 
bers were given by Miss Ger-i 
trude Cook, and Messrs. Keith , 
M. Walker and George B. Mor- j 
gridge. 

To emphasize the community 
character of the institute, Mr. 
Wilson had requested that each f 
night some civic organization be 
represented on the program. 
Accordingly the claims oi the 
Civic League were presented by 
the president, Arthur Johnson, 
Jr., the Woman’s Club by Mrs. 
G. F. Ferris, the schools by Prof. 
E. T. Pierce, and the Board of 
Trade by K. M. Ham. 

A Searcher for Truth 
J. Stitt Wilson has lived a 
;enuous life in searching lor 
Truth. He has travelled far and 
has lived under many conditions 
in an effort to know life as it is 
lived by his fellow men, and to 
find whatever expression of God! 
may be tound in them and in 
their world. 

It is not to be wondered at 
that he is intense in giving ex¬ 
pression to his conceptions of 
the truth in its various phases. 
The \ xler is that he can do it 
so well without giving offense to I 
more people than he does. 

There is no euort at oratory j 
or the niceties of speech. A 
critic might find fault with his 
diction at times, hut more like¬ 
ly the critic would lie carried a- 
way with the tremendous force 
and import of the message and 
forget his job as critic. 

So fundamental was the cnar- 
acter of Mr. Wilson’s thought, 
and so wide the field he covered, 
that lie could only touch the 
high spots, so to speak. His 
thoughts were expressed almost 
in outline, but so keen was his 
stimulus to thought that none 
but a sluggish mind could fail 
to fill in the outline. It was no 
place for a lazy brain—one had 
to think. To give any adequate 
idea of the ground covered in a 


brief space is an extremely diili- 
cult task. 

Jesus, Hero of Democracy 

On Sunday night Mr. Wilson’s 
talk was an etfort to get a cor¬ 
rect focus on the life of Jesus 
as tne truest expression of the 
democratic spirit the world has 
ever known, lie read from the 
words ol Jesus the picture of the 
Judgment, from which he drew 
the inspiration from almost 
the whole series oi talks, it was 
the “Inasmuch” passage—“In¬ 
asmuch as ye did it unto the 
least one of these ye did it unto 
me;” the world judged by the 
record of how they had provided 
food, drink and clothing for 
their fellow men, \ isited the sick 
and taken in the stranger. 

V\ hen Jesus came into the 
world it was a vast slave pen— 
60,000,000 slaves in the Roman 
Empire alone. The song of Mary 
as she carried him under her 
heart was a song of freedom and 
the death knell of inequality 
among men: “fie hath brought 
down the mighty and exalted 
them of low degree. 

Whatever progress has been 
made toward the freedom and 
equality of the human race has 
been based on the principles of 
right and justice enunciated by 
Jesus during his brief lifetime. 

The World Safe 

On Monday evening Mr. Wil¬ 
son’s subject was President Wil¬ 
son’s Slogan: The world must 
be made safe for Democracy.” 
lie called them the most remark¬ 
able eight words uttered in 500 
years, deserving to rank along 
with the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence and Lincoln’s Gettys¬ 
burg Address as milestones in 
the onward march of freedom. 

Recalling the utterances of 
Mr. Gerard on war conditions 
and what the war meant, Mr. 
Wilson said such a condition as) 
exists today must he due to pre¬ 
vailing beliefs in some terrible 
falsehood or error. 

The problem is to find that er¬ 
ror and eradicate it. For so long 
as any considerable poi tion of 
the human race believes in that 
error the world will not be safe 
from a recurranee of the pres¬ 
ent world disaster. 

The great sin of human his¬ 
tory has been and is slavery. 
Most of the sins of which we re¬ 
pent are minor things which 
must be sloughed olF to be mere¬ 
ly respectable and decent. The 
great sin and error which has 
caused most of the trouble in 
the world has been slavery, the 
assumption or presumption by 
individuals and people of power 
over the lives of their fellows. 

When Jesus came into the 
world human life was the cheap¬ 
est tiling known, llis teaching 
lias made it the most sacred. It 
is our duty to safeguard it on 
that plane. 

The philosophy and the pol¬ 
itical and economic policy of 
Germany has been based on a 
development of the slavery idea 
—might is right, the strong 
should survive and the weak' 
perish for the best development 
of the race. Belgium and Po¬ 
land could he crushed without 
compunction to gain the ends of 
the monster. 

America is the highest devel¬ 
opment of freedom the world has 
yet known, and is therefore pe¬ 
culiarly obnoxious to the forces 
of autocracy. Without a ques¬ 
tion, Germany has expected, af¬ 
ter crushing the Allies, to come 
over and collect the expenses of 
the war from this rich country

Unless Official Number 
Is Provided

One of the first prerequisites j 
of the establishment of a mail 
delivery system is the placing of; 
official numbers on houses and 
the proper addressing of mail 
matter in accordance therewith. 
If your house is not numbered ! 
you need not expect to have mail, 
delivered there. | 

Sierra Madre has had an of-; 
ficial house numbering for sev¬ 
eral years. All you have to do j 
to get your number is to go to [ 
the city hall, tell City Clerk Bal- '■ 
lou the location of your property 
and of the house thereon, and he 
will give you an olficial certifi¬ 
cate. There is no fee. You; 
can buy metal numbers here for | 
a few cents, or you can paint 
the number on your house. 

But don’t stop at getting your 
house numbered. 

Write to your friends, rela¬ 
tives and publishers and every¬ 
body you know who is likely to 
send mail matter of any class to i 
you. Toll them your street and 
number, so your mail will be cor- \ 
rectly addressed. 

Don't wait until after the de-; 
livery system lias been estab- ^ 
lished. Do it now. Then when | 
mail delivery is begun there will j 
be no delay in making it ell'ec- j 
tive and no delay in the handling 
of your mail when it arrives 
through the necessity of looking 
up your street and number in 
the directory which carriers are 
required to keep.

NEW POSTAL RATES 

EFFECTIVE NOV. 2 

Three cents an ounce is the 
new rate for first class mail on 
and after November 2, according! 
to detailed instruction sent post-j 
masters by Postmaster General 
Burleson. This rate does not 
apply to foreign mail, but to all 
domestic letters and other first! 
class matter including all per¬ 
sons in the military service of 
the U. S. in Europe. 

Instructions to postmasters 
say: 

“Postmasters shall on and af-' 
ter Novemoer 2 see that postage 
is paid at the rate of 3 cents an 
ounce or fraction thereof on let-; 
tors and other first-class matter 
except drop letters. 

All drop letters, that is, let-, 
tors mailed from the office at 
which posted, including those 
for delivery by city, rural or 
other carrier of such office, are 
required to have postage paid on 
them at the rate of 2 cents an 
ounce or fraction thereof. 

Postal cards must have a 1- 
cent postage stamp impressed 
upon such cards. Post cards 
(private mailing cards) bearing | 
written messages, must have 2 
cents postage prepaid on them.” 

Until carrier service is estab¬ 
lished here there will lie no 
change in the rate on “drop” let¬ 
ters at the Sierra Madre post of¬ 
fice.

World’s Largest Instrument To 
Be Ready for Use in a 
Month 

In one month more the hun¬ 
dred-inch telescope at the t 
Mount Wilson observatory, 
which it has required over seven 
years to construct, will be in 
actual use. 

Dr. George Ellery Hale, of j 
this city, director of the obser- \ 
vatory, who has had to spend: 
much of the time in Washing-1 
ton owing to the war work of; 
the National Research council, I 
of which he is chairman, is now; 
in Pasadena and expects in 
about four weeks’ time to have< 
the program for the big tele-, 
scope under way. There remains \ 
but very little more work to be 
done on the instrument. 

The priceless mirror is now in 
place in the telescope and in or-! 
der that it may be kept at a 
constant temperature through¬ 
out the day when the telescope 
is not in use an ingenious sys-! 
tern of pipes is arranged just 
underneath it in the cell into ;

CHRISTMAS 
PACKAGES 
FOR FRANCE 

Postmaster Morgridge is in 
receipt of the following state¬ 
ment from the Post Office de¬ 
partment regarding Christmas 
mail for American soldiers in 
France: 

It is essential that Christmas 
packages for American soldiers 
in France be mailed not later 
than November 15 in order to in¬ 
sure their delivery on Christ¬ 
mas morning. 

Arrangements have been made 
for prompt delivery to the sol¬ 
diers on Christmas morning. 

In furtherance of this, Post¬ 
master General Burleson, joint¬ 
ly with the Secretary cf War 
and Secretary of the Navy, have 
issued the following notice to 
tne public: 

Christmas Mail for American 
Forces Abroad 

To the public: 

The time is approaching to 
give thought to bringing Christ¬ 
mas cheer to the American sol¬ 
diers and sailors abroad. 

Arrangements have been per¬ 
fected whereby the Christmas 
mail to the American expedition¬ 
ary 'orces in Europe is to be de¬ 
livered by Christmas morning. 
Without li.e fullest cooperation 
on the part ol the public it will 
be impossible to accomplish this 
result. 

The three essential respects in 
which wie public can aid in as¬ 
suring a happy Christmas at the 
front are mail early, address in¬ 
telligently, and pack securely. 
For this reason it is urgently re¬ 
quested that ail persons having 
Christmas mail for the soldiers 
and sailors and the civilian units 
attached to the Army in Europe 
observe closely the following di¬ 
rections. 

Directions for Mailing 

1. Mails to reach the soldiers 
in France by Christmas morning 
must be posted not later than 
November 15. 

2. Every package must bear 
conspicuously the words 
“Christ-mas mail,” the complete 
address of the person for whom 
it is intended, and in the upper 
left-hand corner the name and 
address of the sender, 

3. Every parcel must be so 
packed and wrapped as to admit 
of easy inspection by L.e post¬ 
master. No parcel will be dis¬ 
pute cd to r lance which has not 
t..e postmaster's certificate that 
it contains no prohibited articles.

The time of sailing of trans¬ 
ports and regular liners, the ex¬ 
amination of parcels on this side 
so as to obviate their having to 
be examined by censors, and the 
uncertainty of land transporta¬ 
tion on the other side has to be 
allowed for. It is essential also 
that the packages should contain 
nothing that is unmailable under 
the parcel-post regulations of 
this country; and that the par¬ 
cels shall be securely wrapped, 
but may be readily opened by 
the postmaster to determine the 
character of their contents. 

Measures have been taken to 
have packages received in 
France, which are marked for 
Christmas Delivery, delivered on 
Christmas morning. Parcels so 
marked will be held at conven¬ 
ient stations for delivery on that 
day. This will insure a real

Q. When must the remaider 
be paid? 

A. In installments as follows: 
18 per cent on November 15, 
1917; 40 per cent on December 
15, 1917; and 40 per cent on 
January 15, 1918. 

Q. Can I buy a bond on the 
installment plan by paying for 
it weekly or monthly? 

A. The Treasury Department 
will not accept payments in this 
manner, hut many banks and a 
great many employers will sell 
you a bond and allow you to pay 
for it in partial payments. If 
you desire to pay for your bonds 
in this way, consult your em¬ 
ployer or any banker. 

Q. When will the subscribers 
know how many bonds they will 


receive on their subscriptions: 

A. The Secretary of the Trea¬ 
sury will announce this about 
the 6th of November, 1917. 
This is known as making the 
“allotment.” 

(). Must all subscribers to lib¬ 
erty bonds wait until the allot¬ 
ment is made to know whether 
or not they will receive their 
bonds? 

A. No, a subscriber for bonds 
up to $1,000 is certain to receive 
his bond. 

Q. If I desire to pay for the 
bonds at the time I make my ap¬ 
plication, may I do so? 

A. Yes you can pay in full for 
any bonds you buy, up to and in¬ 
cluding $1,000; but subscribers 
for more than this amount must 
wait until the allotment is made.
